Which comming to the Creditors eares ( being moſt of the 
Grand Seignors Subjeas) they foon repaired to the Twurki/ 
Juftice, and upon Sir S4. promile at the Nations intreaty (after 
the Leviation agreed) to ſee them ſatisfied,"the Creditors would 


have made himreſponſible for the others Debs. - 


ihereupon the Buſineſs comming before the publique Divary, 
the V:z'er ſent forth his Officers to demand the Debt of the 
Nation, impriſoned the Perſons, and ſequeſtred the Eſtates of 
ſuch as refuſed to pay their parts, ( which was but Juſtice in him 
on the FaRors defaults« ) 

And whereas in ſuch Caſe, the Y:z:ier might have ſent them to 
the Common Gaol (in favour to Str $4, on their behalf) he ſent 
them only to his Houſe, untill they ſhould cauſe the moneys 
owing by them to be paid- | 

Where they were o far from being Kept as Priſoners, that they 
hid a plentifull Table kept for them, all the while apart, at 
Sir $a, his charge, and (upon his Paroll to the Yizier ) 
had liberty all the day time to go about their own Occaſi- 
ONsvs 

Bat during the time of their ſtay there ( which was near a 
month) thoſe refratory Factors were fo, far from paying 
their Debts , that ( preten ding Orders from their Principals to 


the contrary) they joined together, and (by a preater Levi- 


ation than before, made on the Trade and Netion ) they bribed 


the Turks, procured Sir $4, to be ſupended from the duties of his 


Charge, and ( before any intimation given to, and without any 
Authority from this State ) by their own EleRion procured a 
Common 
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Common ſaQor of the place, to be made their Agent, in Sir $2, 
his ſteed z and by force of Money ſo continued him :ſuſpentſed, 
ſeazed his eſtate, ſequeſtred bis profits, and proſecuted him at 
the Turkiſh Law , for 15. months together, before Sir Thomas 
Bendiſh his arrival, D 

During which time, he was fo bound up by their Agents 
bribes, and the T#rks/h power , that he had no means to offend 
the Company ; and from the beginning of his Embaſlie, till that 
time, it will appear by their own lecters ( befides many a thanks 
from them, for his care of their Aﬀaires ) that they had no que- 
ſtion with him , but abour the Strangers Conſulage ( a valuable 
perquiſite of that Embaſſie worth 4. or 5coo /. per annum, 
which the Company would fain have had from him ) and was 
really the Origina), if not the only ground of all diſputes, be- . 
_ them, as themſelves in ſome of their own Letters Con- 
feſle. 

Which if made good ( as Sir Sa, is puncually able to prove ) 
there was certainly ſo little ground or czuſle tor a defence on the 
Companies part, that the offence will appear to de whoily on 
their ſides, and that Sir $4, was only the Defendant, 46 ersgine, 
as he hath been all along { and as at this day he is.) 


That by orders under Sir Sa, his hand, and otherwiſe, they 
have proved, the firſt offence to have been given by him; 
and that his |witneſles have been alſo heard. 


Anſw, 2, _ Uponthis bare pretence, Sir $4, hath been proſecuted by the

Company theſe ten years paſt, and more , and what ever they 
may pretend, they have not in all this time produced one witnels, 
bur parties to their Complaint. 

And though theſe witneſſes(under a like pretence that the bu- 
ſineſle may perhaps prove criminal in the ifſue ) be admitced de 
bene eſſe only by the Committeee( to whom the Cauſe is now 
referred for examination ) yet onthe other ſide Sir Sa, bath 
not to this day examined one witneſſe through on his part; ſo, 


no judgement can be piven, nor report yet be made by the Com- 


mittee, wherefore to judge him before a full examination, were

himſelf from this objeRion, or any AR of force on his part ef- 
feted ( or ſo much as intended ) by him againſt the Company 
or any of theirs , theſe orders being prepared only and Jodged 
in his Servants hands,in order to his own defence, and by way of 
prevention only, of that force which hee was advertized , the 
Company intended againſt him, and their fa&ors ſoon aiter 
diſcovered, And put upon him ; (ſome time before thoſe war- 
rants came to light ) by means whereof never any thing was put 
11 execution , nor ought Acted by his Servants, or by vertue 


of his ſaid direRions , upon the FaRors or any of theire- 
ſtates. ; | 


That Sir Sackvi/e ſues the Company for thar,which the Par- 


lament warranted and ayowed them in, and they Acted but 
as Servants to the Parliament, | 


The Parliaments Commitment of Sir $4, { upon their bare 
and ſole Complaint ) after his arrival in England , will hardly 
amount to a juſtification of what they did to him in 7 #rky;untes 
they make good that complaint on which he was committed by 
the Parliament after his arrival heres 

But if the Company can produce any other warrant or avow- 
ment from the Parliament, for their cauſing him to be ſuſpen- 
ded (as before recited } either before Sir Thomas Bends(hes arival 
at ConFtantinople, or tor the impriſonment of his perſon, and 
their ſeizure of his eſtate there,(after Sir Tho. Bendi/hes coming ) 
or plunder of his houſe &c, ( which hereafter will come to be re- 
lated) he offers readily ( and without regret ) to withdraw his 
ſute ar the Law , where his action for the preſent is, for their 
falſe Impriſonment there and by the way only , and his Dama-

Cauſe conceives he ſhall have any occaſion ) yet he hath no 
reaſon to lay by any part of his Armour againſt ſo implacable 
and powerful an Enemy ; knows not why his pleading that 
A@ ſhould barr him from proſecuting any of his particular 
Debts, Norin the mean time can his aſlumins of that privi- 
lege from the Committee be any barr to any of them, or anv of 
their private Ations againlt him : Neither doth he ( nor ſhall 
| heever Jmake any other uſe of that proteRion from the Com» 
mittee, than intended by it , for his ſecurity,in order to his de-= 
fence, during the dependence of the cauſe before them ; And 
when ever the Company ſhall defiſt there or withdraw their 
Complaint in Parliament, he ſhall not reſuſe to appear to any 
Aion of theirs at law; And till then , holds it not reaſonable 
to be lyable to anſwer the ſame things in two Courts of 
 uſtice at once.

to this day,he conceiving the Company not able to prove, that 

Sir Thomas had any full Orders or effeual Commiſion from 

the Parliament to be either the Ambaſſador extraotdinary, 

_ or Ocdinary, for this Nation, with the Grand Seipnor; the 
Ordinance of Parliament produced by them, directs his c9ing 
Ambaſſador, or Agent, or Conſull for the Merchants Afe 

fairs, not for the States; and this without any Superſedeas to 
-Sir $a, his Commiſlion, or mention of this Revocation rn it, 

or in any other Order by the Parliament, that he ever ſaw or 

heard of. And Sir Tho, his Commiſſion (if he had any et all, 

any legal one) ought to have been agreeable to that war- 

rant whereon it was grounded, which Sir Tho, his was 

not. 

But if Sir Thomas had any ſuch Commiſſion ; yet if he ne- 
ver ſhewed it,how could Sir Sa, be ſaid to difobey it? the truch
